Take the tram: 

Visitors can ride the tram between the Zoo and 
the Garden, crossing the 700-foot bridge over the 
Lower Saluda River en route. Stops are located at 
the Kenya Cafe in the Zoo and at the Visitors 
Center at the Garden. The trams run every 10 to 
15 minutes and do not stop between those two 
points. Adults must accompany children.

Themed snack bars and restaurants are featured 
throughout the park.

Three gift shops offer a complete line of Zoo and 
Garden treasures. 

Handicap accessibility: 

Riverbanks Zoo & Garden is entirely accessible to 
the handicapped except for the steep slopes of 
the Woodlands Trail.
